
PROPOSED CHANGES IN METHODS AND STANDARDS FOR ESTABLISHING 

 MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PAYMENT RATES

The Illinois Department of Healthcare and Family Services is proposing a change in the methods 

and standards by which the Department will reimburse providers.  The proposed changes are 

effective for dates of service on or after July 1, 2023.   

 

The Department is proposing to enter into value-based supplemental rebate agreements with drug 

manufacturers for selected high-cost prescription drugs and gene therapies provided to Medicaid 

beneficiaries. The arrangement would allow the Department and the manufacturer to agree on 

benchmarks as they pertain to health outcomes and the methods as to which these benchmarks 

would be evaluated. 

 

The Department expects this change to be budget neutral.  The proposed change is subject to 

approval by the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services and may be modified or 

revised during the approval process.
